The words “City Hall” are in raised letters on 
the entrance to the new block, but scoffers have 
pointed out that they aré so put on that they 
can be chiseled off if the city of Wellston ever 
gets into a tax, quarrel with Scullin, as the city 
of St. Louis has done, and decides to quit pay- 
ing him rent and move elsewhere. 

The jail and the police court are supposed to 
be self-supporting, but they are the features of 
the Woods administration that tne Conservatives 
find most fault with. To read the campaign pa- 
per, which George H. Foree is getting out for the 
one would think the policemen 
spent their time decoying unwary fruit venders 
across the city line to be arrested, or clubbing 
anti-incorporatiorists on general principles, and 
their skulls.

Former Vice-President Fair- 
banks said: “There has perhaps been no time 
in the history of the world when nations in time 
of comparative peace expended money more lav- 
ishly to maintain and drill armies and expand 
navies than now.” Henry Clews said: “War Is 
murder and robbery. To insure peace, however, 
we must be fully prepared for war. Our state mi- 
litia must be kept well drilled and well cisciplined. 
Our regular army must be kept in the highest 
state of efficiency. Our navy also must be kept 
in the front rank. Dreadnaughts must be super- 
ceded by still stronger Dreadnaughts.’”” Former 
Senator James' B. McCreary said: “While all the 
great nations of the world are : rmed and prepared 
for war, we must be in a similar condition.” 

What now was the object of the banquet? Was it 
to arrange a military alliance for conquest and 
glory? Was it to boom the demand for more 
warships? No. It was a banquet given by “The 
Peace and Arbitration League.” The object was 
to inculcate friendly sentiment and confidence 
among nations and so put a check to further ex- 
penditures for armies and navies. It seems the 
committee selected orators more for the sake of 
notoriety than consistency. 
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Now it is hinted that the Republicans are plan- 
ning to lose next fall so they may be sure of 
winning in 1912, by which time they hope the 
people. will be ready and willing to be fooled 


again. 
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+ TAMING THE POLICE, 

Mayor Gaynor of New York in a recent address 
at Syracuse, directed attention to an evil whose 
existence is by no means confined to New York. 
It is the evil of an over zeal on the part of re- 
formers; a zeal which leads men to violate law 
for the sake of striking swiftly at some sus- 
pected wrong. The Mayor saiu: 

We have as fine a body of men on our police Yorce 
in New York City as is to be’ found anywhere. Only 
a small perceritage of them are unfit. What trou- 
ble there is on the force arises out of the way in 
which it has been ruled for a long time. Those put 
in rulership over it have for a long time required 
the men to do lawless things. When those who rule 
the police are permitted to override the law and do 
as they please, arrest as they please, and break into 
houses without warrant in defiance of nécessary le- 
gal safeguards, the inevitable result is extoftion by 
them throughout the community. 

It is gratifying to have that clear statement 


from a man whose eminence as a just judge is now 
being enhanced by hig service as chief executive 
of a great city. Thé desire to achieve good by 
illegal methods iis one of the most widespread 
and most pernicious faults of the “American peo- 
ple. The willingness to have police officers sum- 
marily and arbitrarily close down all places and 
resort# to which reformers object, differs only 
in degree from lynch law. It arises from the 
same spirit of impatience witn the orderly pro- 
cesses of law. Like lynch law, too, it results 
in evils worse than those it seeks to suppress. 
The Mayor went on to say he has now under 
consideration ‘‘a systematic, safe and orderly ad- 
ministration of the liquor law in New York 
City;” a system that will be free from all possi- 
bility of “blackmail and extortion.” ~It is to be

ALL BUT THE DUNGEON, 

Responding to a request of Attorney-General 
Wickersham, the American Federation of Labor 
has set forth a detailed statement of complaints 
against the United States Steel Corporation. Most 
of the complaints are old and the public is fairly 
familiar with them. Some of them, however, are 
based upon assertions that require proof. They 
appear much more like descriptions of medieval 
Russia than twentieth century America. For ex- 
ample, after saying the corporation fences its 
works and herds its men together in tenements, 
the complaint adds: 

This method of treating its employes, especially for- 
eigners, keeps them in ignorance of their rights of 
citizenship and prevents them from amalgamating and 
mixing and becoming a part of our republican form 
of government, When men are injured they are de- 
prived frequently of the use of the courts by being 
taken from one guarded factory to another depart- 
ment, to wit, the hospital. There they are forced to 
sign their settlements, or are carried out dead, if the 
injury happens to be fatal, without having any con- 
ference with their own friends, families or attor- 
neys. They cannot even have fellowship with the 
local institutions politically and civilly in the sense 
that ,organized labor has heretofore enjoyed. 

What a picture is there! A workingman virtu- 
ally imprisoned in factory and tenement, guarded 
when sick, in“a secret hospitai; forced or duped 
into signing away his rights as man, dying at last 
without ever knowing that American law no more 
than American liberty sanctions such things. If 
the American Federation of Labor can prove the 
validity of such charges it would seem quite pos- 
sible for an earnest prosecuting attorney to draw 
against the officers of the United States Steel Co. 
some crimina] indictments that would stick. 
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Just as the insurgents of the Senate got ready 
to throw a brick at Aldrichism, the thing slid 
into a hole and was lost to sight. 
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WOMAN AND THE LIMIT. 

They are psychologizing everything now. 
Even the statistics are likely to bring up in psy- 
chology or psychopathy, no matter where they 
start. If the start is a ride in an automobile, psy- 
chopathy is expected to show the effect on man’s 
“subconscious personality,” of having a woman in 
it, if there is one present ws him in the auto- 
mobile. 

“Does woman subconsciously want the speed lim- 
it off? Does man subconsciously take it for 
granted that the way to please her best Is to get 
rid of the limit? 

The statistics of automobile accidents are giv- 
ing a mournful answer this year. More will be 
known of them in the census totals of fatalities 
and their causes. Enough may be known for 
psychopathic purposes by watcning the cases re- 
ported from all parts of the country during a week 
or month. Put the number of ..ccidents when the 
automobile has a woman in it in one column and 
in another column when it has a man only. Com. 
parisons of the totals will sho.7 the psychopathy 
of the subject, as it belongs to the automobile’s 
speed limit, on and cff.

In England, with poli- 
tics moving at a speed and under a tension seldom 
equalled, British males are inclined to draw the 
line at the speed limit of their sex. Has this sat- 
isfied Lady Lytton and other British ladies. for 
whom it has been supposed that the repose of 
Vere de Vere is a birthright?

WOOD EXHIBIT OPENS 


Unique Display Expected to 
Attract Attention — Two- 
by-Four Club Showing.

Curator of the St. Louis Museum of 
« Fine Arts. 


At the City Art. Museum, in Forest 
Park, several special exhibitions are in- 
stalled in the west wing. The Nicoll 
collection is still on view in gallery 18, 
and has many warm admirers. 

The collection of bronzes by American 
sculptors is one of the important ex- 
hibitions of the country at this time. 
it makes a splendid display of Amer- 
ican genius, on which the National 
Sculpture Society is quite entitled to the 
phaiseful introductory by Lorado Taf 
in the catalog. Today is the last Sun- 
day for this instructive exhibition. 

Hung with the sculptures, in galleries 
30 and 31, are Mr. Mielatz’s etchings, as 
distinctive a note in American art as is 
the work of any painter.

zeorge Inness’ remarkable painting, 
“The Approaching Storm," is the latest 
acquisition, a very important one. It 
depicts a storm sweeping over a pasture 
landscape. The foreground is of a farm, 
with cattle. Small objects aré blown 
high in the alr by the wind, and the 
cattle show their interest ‘in the pass- 
ing natural drama. 

The colors of this picture are rich and 
glowing. It suggests at once to those 
familiar with other paintings in the gal- 
ler\$ the great influence that Inness 
has undoubtedly exercised over later 
American landscape painting. It is a 
canvass of large dimensions, even as 
“museum pictures’’ go; and as the 
visitor walks past it, and studies it from 
different points, under varying light, it 
deepens its influence upon him until it 
fascinates and finally clings in the 
memory. 

Two-by-Four Club. 


The fourth annual exhibition of the | 
Two-by-Four Club, at the Artists’ Guild, 
i'nion and Von Versen avenues, is more 
than locally important. There ‘are in- 
dications that this active body of work- 
ers is coming to stand for a progressive 
movement in Western art. Some of its 
members paint with a big feeling and 
broad vision and in a most decorative 
manner, and understand how to apply 
their art to canvases of mural dimen- 
sions. This phase of the Two-by-Four 
Club seems to promise the rise of a 
distinctive St. Louis school of painters. 
devoted to decorative art, if, happily. 
the unquestionable talent shown by our 
artists, is accompanied by an appreci- 
ative patriotic spirit on the part of the 
rest of the people. As there are indica- 
tions that decorative art has a direct 
and strong appeal to the people in St.

COTTON MARKET HURT 
BY DRY GOODS wid} 


The action of several large dry goods 
dealers in cutting the prices of cotten 
goods some 10 per cent in order, it is 
said, to move heavy gcks, was a jolt 
to those who have been predicting bet- 
ter values for the raw material and 


served to widen the breach between the 
corset of cotton to the spinner and the 
proportionate returns from sales of cot- 
ton goods. Spinners have argued all 
along that the reason they have not 
been and are not buyers of raw cotton is 
that they are asked to pay over 15 cents 
while they cannot sell cotton goods at 
over a 12 cents to 13 cents level for raw 
cotton. 

Notwithstanding -these conditions Fall 
River reports that cloth sales, while not 
nearly normal, were about as brisk as 
could be expected, with some slight im- 
provement in the demand for print 
cloths, and that the effect on the mar- 
ke: of the cut in prices by goods jobbers 
is -being watched with interest. 

Some think this step will precipitate 
mere or less demand and tend to some 
extent’ move stocks of cloth which 
spinners are very anxious to dispose of.

Oklahoma as well, 
is now complaining of insufficient mois- 
ture, and should anether 10 days pass 
witheut material precipitation in these 
states substantial advances in prices of 
mew crop months in the future markets 
are expected. It is hard to say to what 
level values of cotton will ascend, 
should anything very serious happen te 
the growing crop. 

With a visible supply of a million 
bales less than at the same period last 
year and with the world’s spindleage far 
greaier than éver before, authorities cal- 
culate that a crop of 18,750,000 to 14,000,- 
006 bales will be necessary to meet trade 
requirements. If next season’s yield is 
not far in excess of this year's 10,500,000 
bales, with oine out of ten consumers 
awaiting next years’ receipts before lay- 
ing In stocks, the situation will be really 
serious, and must appear so even to 
the uninitiated. 

The general movement of the crop 
presents no features of especial! in- 
terest at this time. Receipts at the 
ports, while considerably heavier than 
last week, are not quite up to those of 
the same last year, and stocks in this 
country are 200,000 bales short of last 
year’s figures for this date. 

The course of prices during the week 
has been exceedingly ngrrow, with the 
market as a rule listless. Quotations 
show no material change from the clos- 
ing prices of last week.

German Arrested. 

The discovery of the murder was 
made fully eighteen hours after the 
police were apprised of her disappear- 
ance, and had arrested Albert W. Wol- 
ter, a young German living at 234 East 
Tist street, charging him with the girl’s 
abduction, but wholly unsuspecting the 
crime that had been committed. 

Detectives who searched Wolter’s 
rooms said tonight that they believe 
he was a procurer, Among his effects 
were found objectionable photographs 
and a note book filled with names and 
addresses of girls, with their ages, 
wages, weight and details of appear- 
ance. 

Among the names, the detectives say, 
was that of Ruth Wheeler. They be- 
lieve he obtained his names from em- 
ployment agencies and business col- 
leges, who have lists of girls looking 
for work. 

After the burning of Ruth Wheeler's 
body the head and torso had been placed 
in a gunnysack. A man’s nightshirt 
bearing the embroidered initia, “wW’’ 
served as a wrapping for remnants of 
the girl's hair. These had been dumped 
Thursday night; that of the girl’s dis- 
appearance, on the fire escape adjoin- 
ing 214 East Seventy-fifth street. 

Magistrate Bréen had committed Wol- 
ter in $5000 bail on a charge of abduc- 
tion, but tonight Coroner Hazhauser 
ordered that the youth be held on a 
charge of murder, 

Woman Is Sought. 

The coroner desirepi that young Wol- 
‘ter be confronted with the burned body 
of his alleged victim in the belief he 
might weaken and confess, but this 
move was discountenanced by a repre- 
sentative of the district attorney’s of- 
fice. The main effort of the police is 
now being directed toward the capture 
of Kate Miller, who lived with Wolter, 
as his wife, and who was with him at 
the time of his arrest. She was in court 
this morning several hours before the 
discovery of Ruth Wheeler’s body, but 
has since disappeared. 

The facts that stand out in the crime 
are that Ruth Wheeler, \having studied 
at the Merchants’ and Bankers’ Busi- 
ness School, 58th and Madison avenue, 
reported there at 9 o’clock Thursday 
morning to see if there was any posi- 
tion open to her. She was viven a pos- 
tal card on which was a statement that 
a stenographer was wanted by Albert 
Wolter, at 224 East 75th street. 

Wolters is a lanky, stoop-shouldered 
youth of 19, dressed in cheap clothing, 
cut in extreme style, a typical East Side 
dandy. He came here from the hamlet 
of ‘Singing, in Germany, three years 
ago. 

When Ruth did not get home that 
night, her elder sister, Adelaide, went 
to Wolters’ apartment. She found him 
and the Miller wom partly clothed, 
and when she askcd for her sister, Wol- 
ters said she w-- doing art poses and 
grabbed Adelaide by the hand and 
pulled her in the room. 

Leered at Sister. 

He then said he had not seen Ruth,

Col. Roosevelt was making the best 
of the situation when a dear old spin- 
ster, with a golden rule countenance, 
wrung his hand and shrieked in shrill 
tones which everybody heard: 

“Pray, try to straighten up old man 
Taft when you get home.” 

This “put a crimp” in Col. Roose- 
velt’s serio-pleasant remarks as he 
‘“‘grasped the hands”’ of his fellow coun- 
trywomen and men. So the master of 
ceremonies hustled things along to a 
hasty conclusion. 

Reception Unexpected. 

The reception was utterly unlike what 
was expected. Col. Roesevelt was in- 
formed that Americans representing 
every state in the Union, whether of the 
Cairo colony, or hotel guests er tourists, 
insistently begged him.to preside over 
an impromptu mass meeting. The 
promise was of a demonstration that 
would make glad the hearts of the 
“Back from Elba Cluo.” 

So Col. Roosevelt granted the re- 
quest despite the previous announce- 


ment that his program here was filled. 


The stage setting was glorious: Shep- 
heard’s Hotel Garden at 9 o’cleck in 
the morning, but it was so out of keep- 
in with the human phase of the 
scene that the affair was made more 
ludicrous. 


Weomen Predominate, 
Five hundred Americans were gathered 


in the garden, and there were six 
women to one man, The assemblage 
looked like a gathering of women suf- 
. agettes, for the women wore ankle- 

ort skirts, stout boots, service hats, 
hat had the general makeup character- 
istic of Yankee tourists, whe are “bound 
to see Egypt, begosh,” before they die. 

“T am not here to make a speech,” the 
former President declared, “but to say 
how pleasefi I am to meet so many 
Americans here in Egypt.”

clal world and refuses to enter this or 
that proposed combination, but ‘prefers 
to retain his own inaividuality and not 
to merge it with that of others, he is 
bound to incur the enmity of those who 
want to rule the money interests and 
cannot bear to witness the advance of a 
rival. 

Now that was precisely my position. 
Men in high finance, who had been 
wolfing everything in sight for years, 
did not like to see me gain control of 
corporation after corporation, as I was 
doing at that time. This was es- 
pecially the case when, I went into 
the steamship business. 

“As to the loans from the National 
Bank of America to the companies in 
which I was interested, permit me to 
say that the officers of the bank, save 
only inf one case, and that during the 
panic, never hesitated to give their 
fullest approval of them. For, as Mr. 
Gates told the Comptroller of the Cur- 
rency, ’ 

‘Tf banks should not loan money to 
@ concern because one of its directors 
was interested in that concern, it would, 
in my opinion, be a great drawback to 
the progress of business,’’ and, further- 
more, the same gentleman truly said 
“it seems to.me much safer for banks 
to make loans to concerns, in which the 
directors are interested and known per- 
sonally to be good, than to concerns of 
which they have no knowledge.” 

That has ways seemed to me a 
fair statement. 

“In gome. respect my methods were not 
the thods of other financiers. For 
example, in purchasing property I never 
haggled. A railroad company was dick- 
ering for the People’s Line of Hudson 
River steamers and the sale had been 
hanging fire for a good white. I asked 
the People’s Line folks what their 
terms were and met them without ques- 
tion. 

I knew they were fair terms and there 
was no use wasting time beating about 
the bush. 

In the same way I gained control of 
four fine steamship properties operating 
boats from Boston to Maine ports. Six- 
teen steamers, old and new, were in- 
cluded in that deal. 

We sold some of the older boats and 
built others of a fine type, including 
the turbine steamer Governor Cobb, 
named for Maine’s leading State effi- 
cial, who was and still is a good friend 
of mine, and who has ever since my 
misfortune expressed the warmest sym- 
pathy for me. 

Believes Public Supports. 

“Well, tha tis what they did. They 
built up so many specious statements 
as te poison the publlic mind against 
me. They made of me a grotesque fig- 
ure and the press colored that figure 
to suit its fancy. It was a very popu- 
lar idea, when people were insanely 
running to the banks te demand their. 
deposits and when there was a great 
hue and ery for a victim, that some- 
body should have to suffer. And so I, 
who had never been liked by some -of 
the older bankers of New York, was 
set upon and thrust out into the spot- 
light for the mob to hiss at and to 
revile and to suffer the consequences 
of that revilement in prison. 

“All my life I have observed that the 
passions of a mob are easily swayed, 
but I never dreamed of becoming the 
victim of one. And yet a vengeful pur- 
pose soon dies. I hardly believe that 
at this moment there is any deep feeling 
cherished against me on the part of 
the public, but that, on the contrary, 
there is much sympathy, while many 
regret and resent the fact that I have 
been~treated like a murderer for no 
other reason than that some one must 
be made to suffér for causing the panic. 

Cause of the panic! As if any one 
man could have brought about those 
world-wide conditions that resulted in 
the great disaster! Cause of the panic! 
Why every man who could hold a pen 
and jot down one‘idea after another 
had his little say as to why there was 
a panic, and these ideas have varied as 
widely as the Milky Way. But just be- 
cause a clique of powerfulymen decided 
that it would be a good chance te 
curb my ambition and dispose of me 
summarily and perhaps forever, I was 
railroaded to prison as the one who 
was primarily responsible for the finan- 
cial crisis of 1907. 

Tells of Making Fertunes. 

And this is a land where the rich and 
the poor alike are entitled to justice, 
where all men are equal before the law! 
I imbibed at school these proud boasts 
of our forefathers and rejoiced in them! 
In a certain sense [I still rejoice in 
them; but I must cenfess that my boy- 
ish enthusiasm has been somewhat 
chilled by what has happened to me 
during the last two years.

myself or trying to escape from prison. 
The idéa of self-destruction -has never 
crossed my mind, for, as I have said 
before, I am not desperate.. From what 
I can learn it seems to me that there 
is a large public sentiment in my favor, 
and I am confident that this will grow. 
In the end I am sure to have the sup- 
port of every person who feels that I 
have been wronged, and this will count 
largely for me in the appeal for my 
pardon.

Milwaukee Socialists Against 
Move, Detroit and Cleve- 
land for It.

‘Tf the plans of Samuel Gompers and 
other labor leaders materialize, a new 
national political party composed of 
members of labor anc farmers’ unions 
throughout the United States will spring 
into being in St. Louis May 8 The 
‘labor leaders hope the farmers will be 
able to throw 4,000,000 votes to the new 
party, while the labor unions will con- 
‘tribute from 2,000,000 to 3,000,000, that is 
if the men voted as a unit. With a 
voting strength of approximately 7,000,- 
000 the labor ;:rty, according to the 
Gompers followers, will be able to 
elect the next President of the United 
States. 

Labor leaders in several other large 
cities approved the suggestion of a new 
labor party. In cities where the labor 
organizations are dominated | by, the So- 
cialists there was objection to any new 
party, unless it became a part of the 
Social Democratic party. 

Labor leaders in Detroit and Cleve- 
land stated that the new party was just 
what the union men of the country have 
been waiting for, and expressed the 
. opinion that it would be successrul. In 
Milwaukee, where the labor leaders are 
Socialists, the suggestion of a Gompers 
party was not well received. The labor 
leaders there have long been strong sup- 
porters of Debs, and have tried to get 
Gompers to join hands with him in his 
political fights. Because he refused they 
_have not much sympathy with his sug- 
gestion of a new party now. 

The recent decisions of the Federal 
Courts’ against labor leaders, according 
to Gompers and Lis associates, has 
made it necessary to create a new party 
to protect the interests of the man at 
the bottorn of the ladder. 

Owen Miller of St. Louis, one of the 
leading labor representatives of the 
country, told the Post-Dispatch yester- 
Gay that the time is opportune for the 
organization of a new labor party. 

The farmers’ convention in St. Louls 
May 2 to 8, will bring many agricul- 
turists to the city. Gompers will speak 
the last day of the convention. He bas 
been in conference several days with 
other labor leaders in Washington, and 
it is announced he will unfold his plans 
for the labor party at the St. Louis con- 
vention. 

_ The Farmers’ Union advertises that it 
has 4,000,000 members. Delegates from 
all parts of the country will attend the 
St. Louis convéntion.’’ Gompers will try 
*to convince the* delegates that it will 
be to the interests of both the farmers 
nd the labor unions for the two organ- 
tions to join hands in a national pe- 
litical movement, to nominate candi- 
dates for every office from President 
down to constable. If the, Gompers 
plan is carried out, a particularly strong 
effort will be made to elect labor repre- 
sentatives te Congress.

E. J. Brais, business agent of the Tali- 
lors’ Union, affiliated with the United 
Trades and Labor Council, expressed 
skepticism from the Socialist stand- 
point.

“and without the Socialists the move- 
ment for a distinctively labor-farmer 
party would be doomed to failure.

The Milwaukee labor leaders, Victor 
Berger and Frank J. Webber, have al- 
ways been noted as the strongest oppo- 
nents Gompers has in the Federation 
of Labor, 

The opposition has been because ef his 
refusal to make the labor-movement a 
pelitical rather than an economical prob- 
lem. The Milwaukee labor leaders have 
for years tried to have the American 
Federation of Labor declare in favor 
ef the Social Democratic party and en- 
ter politics. 

“The Milwaukee labor unions,” said 
Mr. Webber, president of the State 
Federation, ‘“‘are the backers of the 
Social Democratic party here, and we 
have made our power felt. The same 
step should be taken in the nation.’’ 

“For years we have tried to bring Mr. 
Gompers to this idea,"’ said Mr. Berger, 


‘| who ranks with Debs as one of the lead- 


ing American Socialists, ‘“‘and now he 
has perceived the error of his ways. The 
Social Democratic, party, which he has 
hitherto always opposed, is the medium 
through which he can get the results he 
seeks. No new party is needed. We 
have an organization already.’’

—CONGRESSMAN SCOTT 


Nemesis of Stock Specula- 
tion Criticises the Game 
for ’Change Members. 





By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, March 26.—Congressman 
Charles Scott, of Iola, Kan., who has 
developed into a sort of a Nemesis for 
the speculative exchanges where stocks 
are dealt- in. on margin and produce 
on option for future delivery, addressed 
a couple ‘of hundred members of the 
Republican Club at the weekly lunch- 
eon of that organizgation in the Fortieth 
Street Club House this afternoon. Gon- 


the laughter which greeted some of his 
references to peculiar ways of doing 
business on the stock exchange was a 
tribute to the acuracy of his ideas con- 
cerning them. Zs 

It gave him a respectful nedetae! and 
hé was kindly treated in the discus- 
sien which followed. The topic was 
“How Can the Economic Advantages 
of the Speculative Exchanges be Pre- 
served and the Ethical Evils Elimin- 
ated.”’ 

He contended there were’ economic 
evils, as well as ethical ones, that re- 
quired deep consideration. As an eco- 
nomic advantage, he admitted the great 
usefulness ‘of the exchanges so long as 
they were used as a market for the 
actual sale, purchase and delivery of 
commodities or securities. It was when 
they went beyond this, and sold vast 
quantities of things they didn't have, 
however, that they attracted public no- 
tice and invited public inspection. He 
called attention to the fact that the real 
estate owned by the five speculative ex- 
chan in New York was-worth some 
fourteen millions of dollars, that fran- 
chise or membership privileges were 
worth about $100,000,000, the cost of main- 
taining the brokerage offices in the 
neighborhood of $70,000,000 a year... On 
all of this there must be a return to the 
owners before anyone could make a 
cent. He called attertion to the im- 
mense amount of capital it took to carry 
the trades, upon which interest had to 
be paid. The amount of these stock 
loans, he said he had been informed, was 
in a busy season as much as $600,000,000, 
in a dull season $350,000,000 and in times 
of unusuel activity, sometimes ag much 
as §$1,000,000,000, and counting interest 
and all charges, he estimated the cost 
to the public for the operation of the 
exchanges to be $1,800,000,000 a year.

Pedestrian visitors to the Art Museum 
in Forest Park will this summer have 
their choice of several paths from as 
many different points of entrance.

Many complaints were made last 
year by persons who were compelled 
to walk to the museum over roads 
heavily traveled by @utomobiles. Be- 
sides the danger of injury, these vis- 
‘tors had to suffer the discomforts of 
dust, the odor of gasoline and damage 
to clothing. 

These complaints Park Commis- 
sioner Scanlan recognized as well- 
founded, but he was unable, he said, 
to establish paths until the Louisiana 
Purchase Exposition Co. had finally 
withdrawn its buildings and workers 
from the park.

Two brothers, who have been among 
the most prominent of the younger 
bankers of northern Indiana, will be 
sentenced together to the Federal prison 
at Leavenworth, Kas., next week. by 
Judge A. B. Anderson in the United 
States District Court. They are Wil- 
liam H. and Noah Marker, former 
cashier and assistant .cashlier of the 
Firsg National Bank, of Tipton, Ind. 

Wiltam H. Marker, was found guilty 
by a jury late today on each of eighty- 
five counts, of an indictment, charging 
him with embezzling $100,000, making 
false entries and misapplication of the 
funds of the bank, 

Novh hk. Marker, indicted jointly with 
his brother, will plead guilty, his at- 
torney announcedy.on Tuesday morning. 

Judge Anderson will then sentence the 
brothers and they will be taken to the 
prison together. 

Last July it was discovered that Noah 
R. Marker had disappeared and that 
there was a heavy shortage in the 
bank's cash. In a.few days he returned 
to Tipton and was arrested. After an 
ex: mination of the bank's books, Wil- 
liam H. Marker was arrested and later 
the president of the bank, E. W. Shirk, 
of Chicago, was arrested. Mr. Shirk 


was exonerated by the Grand Jury that 
indicted the Markers.

mate. This is the committee’s chief 
plan of breaking up mass plays. It 
means that, whereas in the past the 
teammates of the man with the ball 
might loek arms with him, pull or drag 
him along or provide interference by 
running before him with locked arms. In 
the future such tactics will be prohibit- 
ed. . 

In analyzing the source of injuries | 
to players, the comniittee found that 
the diving tackle and the repetition 
of mass attacks at one point, were 
the chief causes of. hatm. The dan- 
ger from mass plays lies in the com- 
bination of its speed, solidity .and 
persistcnce. The impact of three or 
four’ men locked together into one 
compact body, when hurled time after 
time against the same opponent, re- 
sults in the exhaustion of the man 80 
attacked, and frequently itn his se- 
rious injury. 

The strict. limitations on “the use of 
hands will mean that attacks here- 
afier must. be made by the players 
individually. While the men forming 
the interference may run shoulder to 
shoulder, they will not be permitted 
to hold each other. Thus the task of 
the defense, in breaking up interfer- 
ence, becomes much easier. 

The sixth change prescribes that 
an on-side kick must advance the 
ball 20 yards from the line of scrim- 
mage. That is, if the ball strikes 
the ground short of 20 yards,. the 
offense becomes offside. This rule 
is also aimed af mass plays One 
reason for mass pla:s under the oid 
rules lay in the fact that the tacklés 
were unprotected because the secondary 
defense was drawr back to meet for- 
ward passes and onside kicks. It is felt 
that under a 20-yard requirement the 
secondary defense can come up suf- 
ficiently to protect the tackles with 
reasonable safety. 
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tance will be required as the goal line 
is reached, or ‘that four downs instead 
of three will be allowed, with the same 
gain requtred. 

The second géneral style of play un- 
der consideration provides for 10 ya->ds’ 
distance to be gained. The forward

Eleventh-Hour Sprint 
Wins Grind for Biel 





Annual Ten-Mile .Race 


of M. A. C. Sees Mara- 


thon Winner, Joe Erxleben, Beaten By

Irwin Biel carried off the honors in 
the fourth annual 10-mile champion- 
ship race, given under the auspices of 
the Missouri Athletic Club, held yes- 
terday afternoon over. the course from 
Normandy Grove to the entrance of the 
M. A. C., defeating Joe Erxleben and 
a field of 26 starters in a sensational 
finish of one hour one-minute and 26 
seconds. 

Erxlebem set the pace for the entife 
19 miles and repeated efforts by fast 
sprinting to throw off young  Blel 
failed. The winner remained at his 
heels the entire distance, until the pair 
reached Sixth street, when Biel dashed 
from the sidewalk int~ the street and 
sprinted to the entrance of the club, 
finishing just 1 yards in front of Joe 
Erxleben. 

A better ability to sprint at the finish 
was all that enabled Biel to land in 
front wor Urxleben, who must be given 
credit” for putting up a wonderful race 
from.every standpoint, despite the fact 
that he only finished in second place. 
Frank Johnson from Granite City was 
the third to finish, coming in five sec- 
onds later than Biel. 

The first 10 runners were but eight 
minutes apart, but the time of the win- 
ner was three seconds shy of four min- 
utes slower than, the record held by 
Frank Jackson, his time being 56 min- 
utes and 25 seconds. 

The weather was ideal for the long 
grind and greatly pleased the 28 ‘start- 
ers that faced Dr. C. W. Bassett in time 
to commence the big race on the ap- 
pointed hour, 8 o’clock. 


‘Ercleben Sets Pace. 


The runners dashed over the dusty 
Natural Bridge road at a lively pace at 
the outset, before the first mile was 
covered the runners -were spread out 
over a quarter of a mile, with Joe 
Erxleben in the lead setting the pace 
and Irvin Biel following him closely. 
Frank Johnson of Granite City was 
next in order. The three increased their 
lead over the rest of the field and 
when the finish’ -was reached, the 
fourth man was fully three minutes to 
the rear. 

At the completion of the second mile 
the gap was widened. Biel and Erxle- 
ben being in the lead of Johnson by at 
least two blocks. Johnson, in turn, was 
ahead a similar distance of the rest of 
the runners. 

P. Pipkin of Farmington, Mo., was the 
first to succumb to the strain, quitting 
at the end of two miles. Frank Mil* 
house was some five blocks in the rear 
of the leaders, who were setting a 
heart-breaking pace for the rest. Frank 
stuck until he had gone geven miles, 
when he was taken up In a machine and 
brought to the finish. : 6 


Earl Holcomb and Dwight Turner 
were left in the rear oyer half a mile 
as the runners ,approached King’s 
highway and the Suburban tracks, 
with ‘Thomas Mullen, E. M. Rein- 
heimer, Clay Latham, all unattached 
athletes, not mahy yards in advance.

season.

It further stated to- 
day at the meeting that unless this 
money is paid forthwith, it will formally 
close the course for the next year. 

Capt. Tilles is absent from this part 
of the country and all traces to find 
either President Harvey Myers or Sec- 
retary John Hachmeister have proven 
fruitless. They have been gone for more 
than two weeks, but it is presumed that 
they will be here next week to make a 
statement regarding the track. 

Tilles left Cincinnati the day after he 
purchased the Kenton County course 
early this year andis said to, have gone 
to Florida for the winter. 


Have Until April 15 to Pay. 

It was stated by the comission this 
afternoon at its meeting in Lexington, 
Ky., that the owners of the course have 
until April 16 to file the money due the 
commission for the past two verre and 
the next as well. The tcr:ns of the 
commissioners expire on that day and 
another meeting will be called for April 
24 to issue licenses to owners, train- 
ers and jockeys. It is said to be more 
than likely that something will have 
been heard from either Capt. Tilles or 
one of his associates before that time, 
when definite arrangements will be 
made between them. They will have to 
pay $1800 to hold racing for the coming 
spring and fall.

He may feel just as good, 
and certain it is that the pitcher him- 
self protests that there is nothing the 
matter with him. Why can’t he get 
the “stuff” on the ball and make it 
“break” right? 

The reason is he has a kink in his 
deltoid.

The 
deltoid fights against the contrac- 
tion of the other muscles of the 
throwing arm and its resistance fur- 
nishes the snap for the well pitched 
baseball. 

The controlling action of the del- 
toid is most apparent in the throw- 
ing of everhand balls.

DEFENDS TARIFF LAW 


Contends It Should Not Be

Charles Nagel, Secretary of Commerce 
and Labor, was the principal speaker 
and guest of honor at the Commercial 
Club dinner at the St. Louis Club last 
night. Secretary Nagel advocated 4 
greater merchant marine, a national 
corporation law, the appointment. of 
commercial agents to represent the 
United States abroad, and a closer union 
of the commercial organizations to pro- 
mote the general welfare of, the country. 

Former Judge Franklin "Ferriss and 
W. K. Bixby delivered short addresses. 
Secretary Nagel will return to Wash- 
ington Sunday. He formerly was presi- 
dent of the Commercial Club. About 90 
members and guests attended the din- 
ner. President Hanford Crawford was 
toastmaster. 

Secretary Nagel declared the United 
States was far behind Germany.and En- 
gland in commercial methods, and that 
until American goods are Janded on for- 
eign shores from American vessels we 
cannot Hope té gain a very great foot- 
hold abroad. He said England had a 
large number of commercial agents in, 
New York and other centers in this 
country looking out for her interests, 
and that we ought to have similar 
agents, detached from. the consular 
service, in foreign countries. 

Speaking of the tariff bill, Secretary 
Nagel said he had discovered a disposi- 
tion on the part of some people to criti- 
cise it unfavorably before it has had a 
chance to operate. One of the reasons 
why an entirely satisfactory tariff law 
could not be framed, he declared, was 
because the unselfish commercial organ- 
izations of the country took no, interest 
in having an absolutely fair taritf law 
enacted.

“nerves.” More women than mcn 
have it—not, as they fondly sup- 
pose, because their nervous sys- 
tems are more sensitive than men’s, 
but because they have more time 
for the cultivation of nervous 
habits. 

The manifestation of “nerves” ts largely 
through “habits” which Amcrican feminine 
modes of living seem to foster, and there is 


_ only one cure for it, which is the upbuilding 


of the character and inward working for phys- 
cal and spiritual strength through one’s own 
nitiative. 

Annie Payson Call, who is more or less of 
a literary authority on “nerves,” having writ- 
icn several monographs on it, or them, and 
kindred subjects, says that “defects of char- 
acter, inherited or acquired, are at the root 
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Character 
Cause ‘‘Nerves”’ 





ERVOUS prostration is the re- 
sult of hab‘ts which cause 
nervous strain. The way to 
cure it, accoiding to Annie 
Payson Call, who has made a 
deep study of Amvrican wom- 
en’s “nerves,” is to learn its 
cause and make a. radical 
change from abits which 
cause the nervous strain, to

A great many people suffer unnecessarily from 
“nerves” for the want of a little knowledge of 
how to adjust themselves in order that the n rves 
may get well themselves.

This 
woman took an intelligent interest in her experi- 
ments. Every use of the will to free her from 
the irritation and its cause freed her from nerv- 
ous illness and brought new nerve vigor. 

* One of the most frequent causes of nervous 
strain in women is the habit of constaat talking. 

They talk—talk—talk—mostly about thom- 
selves, their ailments, their worries, their ne~ves. 
This talking is a direct waste of vigor and not 
a relief. ? 

But the waste would be greater if the talk was 
repressed. The only real help comes when the 
talker recognizes the strain of the talk and “loos- 
ens” into silence. 

The way to “loose.” is to concentrate steadily 
on dropping the tension of the body, in dropping 
the resistance of the mind, and %o do the quiet, 
relaxing exercises-over and over until, by con- 
stant repetition, they can be recalled at will. 
This is the habit of meeting difii-ulties without 
strain. 

The most quieting, relaxing, and strengthening 
of all exercises for the nerves comes in deep and 
rhythmic breathing, and in voice exercises in con- 
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when we inhale, and a consequert reaction when

Try to have the body so loose and open and 
responsive that it will open as you inhale and 
relax as you exhale, just like « rubber bag w. uld. 
It will take time, but the refreshing quiet is 
sure to come if the practice-is reneated: regularly 
for a long enough time 

If you want to learn to 
cure your “nerves” you 
must Jearn to help your- 
self, to rest when you 
rest and work when you 
work; learn to loosen out 
the muscular contractions 
which the irritated 
nerves cause; learn to 
drop the mental resist- 
ance which take the form 
of anger, resentment, 
worry, anxiety, impa- 
tience, annoyance and 
self-pity; eat only nour- 
ishing food slowly and 
chew it well, breathe the 
freshest air you can, and 
breathe it deeply, gently 
and rhythmically; take 
what healthy, vigorous 
exercise you find possi- 
ble; do your daily work 
to the West of your abil- 
ity; give your attention 
so entirely to the process 
of gaining health for the 
sake of your work and 
other people that you 
have no mind left with 
which to complain of be- 
ing ill. Wholesome, sus- 
tained concentration ig 
in the very essence of healthy nerves, and healthy 
nerves mean a healthy body. 


A woman who has “nerves” can feel rushed 
when she is sitting perfectly still and has really 
nothing whatever to do. A woman who has not 
can feel at leisure when she is working Ciligently 
at something, with |

waiting to be done 
when the time 
comes, It is all in 
the attitude they 
take ‘toward their 
work, 

This rushed feel- 
ing in the brain 
and nerves is in-, 
tensely oppressive, 
and generally has 
nothing “whatever 
to do with the work 
in hand. 

“There ig no one 
thing American 
women need more 
than a healthy 
habit of rest,” says 
the author of 
“Nerves and Com- 
mon Sense.” “But 
it has got to. be real 
rest, not’ strained 

self-indulgent 
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have worn every- 


Americans 
have for so long 
strained to work 
and strained to play 
and strained to live 
that when we come to reat we are strained there 
also. In late years the strain to rest has become 
a national defect, We have all inherited a sense 
of rush, and suffer intensely from it with a per- 
fectly clear understanding of the fact that, after 
all, we have nothing whatever to hurry about. 

In this case we should avoid fastening this 
sense of rush on anything, and should go to work 
to cure it by relaxing out of that contraction, 
just as we should cure St. Vitus’ dance or any 
other nervous habit.

A woman who has been holding such steady 
hatred for certain other people has developed a 
strain that has kept ber chronically ill. And 
it ‘is all a matter of feeling: first, that these peo- 
ple have interferéd with her welfare; second, that 
they differ from her in opinion. 

“T cannot stand Mrs. Smith,” says @ woman 
with “nerves.” “She gets into a roc chair 
and rocks and rocks until I feel ap if I should 
mo crazy.” ee 

Why shouldn’t Mrs. Smith rock if she wants 

to? If it gets on your nerves every time she 
rocks you should relax, actually and consciously 
relax your muscles and nerves. Watch and you 
will find your muscles strained and tenge with re- 
sistence to the rocking. 
Drop every bit of strain in 
you and you will get so you 
do not notice the rocking. 
We should prefer — that 
our friends should not have 
any disagreeable, ill-bred, 
personal ways, but we can 
go through the world with- 
out resisting them. 


‘+ Suppose the husband is 


selfish, irritable and brutal, 
10 chances to one his wife 
is fanning his irritability 
into its flame. She was atti- 
tudinizing In her own mind 
as a martyr, and demand- 
ing kindness and attention 
and sympathy from him, 
and because she demands 
it she never gets it. It is 
a radical, practical impossi- 
bility to bring loving kind- 
ness ont of anyone by de- 
manding it. A woman’s de- 
manding spirit is covered 
with the mush of her emo- 
tion. There is nothing in 
the world that so strengtb- 
ens nerves as a steady use 
of the will to drop resist- 
ance and useless emotions 
and get a quiet control. 

Another failing of women is living in a chronic 
state of excitement. This sort of woman should 
go away into the quiet of the deep woods and

THE LONGEST TELESCOPE ON EARTH. 


The giant telescope at Treptow has for its 
main purpose the making of astronomy popular 


through exhibitions to the public of the heavenly 


bodies. The telescope is for open-air use, thereby 
obviating any need for a great dome and saving 
many thousands of dollars. The lens is 27 inches 
in diameter and cost $11,500. The completed tele- 
scope cost $62,509. : 

Other telescopes: have larger lenses, but none 
has the length of this one. 

The telescope is raised and ‘a star located by 
means of a six-horse power electric motor. In 
order to keep the telescope pointed correctly at 
the celestial object, it is necessary to drive the 
telescope to make it move from east to west, 
otherwise owing to the earta’s rctation the object 
would quickly move from the field of the tele- 
scope. In the Treptow telescope both observer 
and instrument are moved. 

The director of the Treptow observatory, Dr. F. 
S. Archenhold, by his radical ideas at first came 
into opposition with the German scientists who 
ridiculed the idea of placing in the open air with 
no protection from\the\ wind a great tube 69 feet 
in length, seven feet |longer than the famous 
Yerkes telescope. \ i 


POWER DERIVED FROM THE WAVES. 
Many schemes have been suggested from time 
to time with the object of harnessing the ocean 


waves and the tides and making them work. A 
Dractical device which seems to ucve solved the 
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p,‘oblem of how to do it is illustrated on this page. 
The harnessing apparatus consists of a large 
square fioat on which the principal mechanism 
is mounted. Hinged to this float are four auxiliary 
floats and the rocking motion between the auxil- 
iaries and the main float is utilized to operate a 
series of pistons pumping air into a compressed 
air-tank. The compressed air-tank and four pairs 
of cylinders are mounted on the- main float. 

The piston rods are connected at their outer 
ends to the four floats and when these floats are 
rocked by the waves they serve to reciprocate the 
pistons and pump the air. This cction takes place 
regardless of the direction in which the waves

He 
looked the burg over and wrote “If Christ came 
to Chicago.” Nor did this cause more than a 
ripple there. 


Men and women who write fiction have used 
Chicago as a fertile field when they felt peevish, 
and Upton Sinclair put the. finishing touch on the 
old town with “The Jungle.” Even this did not 
make a dent in Chicago’s armor. 

Chicago stood for it all with equanimity, not 
untinged from the contempt that arises from an 
inward knowledge of superiority, and a sureness 
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of itself as the “great American hustler. 
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“Tf they cowld ese the teare in the cloak rooms.” 


But Chicago will not stand for disloyalty. It 
is loyalty to Chicago, right or wrong, that has 
made: the city on the Drainage Canal next to 
the largest in the country, and has produced the 
men whe cornered wheat and regulated the prices 
of hog meat. 

Chicago knows it is not . city of Chesterfields, 
but it sees no reason why it should be told so 
from the inside, as it were. Eames MacVeagh 
says the Chicago man is not‘a gentleman and, 
worse than that, has not even the instinct nor 
the acquired veneer of gentility in sufficient quan- 
tity to prompt a defense to thut charge. Indicted 
by one of his own fellow-citizens as “no gentle- 
man’’ he simply has let it go at that and has 
failed even to appear at the ba of public opinion 
and plead “not guilty” to the indictment, 

Before MacVeagh tried, sentenced and executed 
the self-complacency of his fellow-citizens a few 
hundred thousand of them possessed a sort of 
sneaking, unvoiced idea that they were pretty 
good imitations of genti¢men, in spite of all that 
has been said of 
them by . outsiders 
to the contrary, but 
the unanswered 
phillipic of Mr. 
MacVeagh has left 
them dazed and 
ctaggering, grop- 
ing around blindly 
for some means of 
mantling them- 
‘elves with a cloak 
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“All the chairs 


of gentility that will suit Mr. MacVeagh. 

This is MacVeagh’s arraignment in his own 
language: 

“Chicago men are the most ill-mannered in the 
country. They are conceited, overbearing and 
self-centered; they sre unfriendly inhospitable, 
and lacking in tender emvutions; tiuey are brusque, 
coarse, lacking in chivalry au.‘ are neglectful of 
the pleasures of the fair sex.” 

This is what Hopkinson Smith said in quasi- 
defense of that town: 

“Chicago is not thought an academy of. graces. 
The trouble with Chicago, however, is not boor- 
ishness but hustle. People rush into you, brush 
by you, forget you in the peculiarly hurried life 
of that city, but there is not the peculiarly pig- 
gish, cold, selfish brutality and bad manners that 
has grown up in New York.” 

This is a cheering thought for Chicago—to 
know that you are a little less like a pig than 
someone else. 

Through the floodgate opened by the son of 
the Secretary of the Treasury has rushed a pent- 
up torrent of indignant confirmation from tender 
and timid hearts that feared to speak until] a 
brave strong knight unfurled his gonfalon over 
them and gave gentlemanly sanction to whatever 
they might care to say in proof of his statement 
that they are suffering victims of a tribe of males 
who are not gentlemen.

and a passport to any 
polite drav ‘ng room. 

“But how about the 
scores of bachelors 
who fill the first rows 
of the theaters in any 
new musical or other 
comedy? In they troop 
debonairly. And this 
is the return for dozens 
of dinners, the smartly 
-rranged Sunday break- 
fasts, the balls and par- 
ties of the season! 

“In the back rows sit 
the mothers, taking 
their own daughters to 
the play, or the widows 
in little companies tak- 
ing themselves. Not 
even with theater tick- 
ets does the polite Chicago young man attempt 
to square his social obligations, and as for party 
calls—tush! tush! Sunday is his busy day. 
What with taxicabs and open country clubs 
and what not, and only aborigines calling of an 
evening, even party calls have been passed up. 

“One of the most deiightful womer in society 
gave a ball last winter. To her anguish, there 
were mcny pallid wall-fio\.ers, young girls, and 
many men crowdel at the door. She asked sev- 
eral men to come and meet the girls.

Many workers prefer dyes to paint and their success lies 
in the strict adherence to the instructions given with each 
package. 

Prepare the dyes by dissolving a package in a quart of 
hot water. When only a.smal] amount is needed, take four 
ounces of water to as much dye as will cover a ten-cent'piece. 
Strain the liquid through cheese-cloth then add five or six 
drops of diluted carbolic acid to set the color. Another 'way 
of making the dye permanent is to use the white of an egg, 
with two tablespoonfuls of water and mix same with the dye. Bee
